To  the  Stockholders  of  the  Mercantile  Library  Company 
of  Philadelphia. 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  charter,  the  Board 
of  Directors  herewith  submit  the  Sixtieth  Annual  Deport 
upon  the  condition  of  the  institution.  The  numerical  designation 
of  this  report  very  naturally  and  forcibly  suggests  a  reference  to 
the  establishment  of  this  library. 

So  far  as  we  know,  no  one  of  those  who  aided  in  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  the  library  remains  to  witness  this  Sixtieth  Anniversary. 
They  have  passed  away,  but  their  work  remains;  and  it  has  at¬ 
tained  proportions  which  probably  no  one  of  them  dreamed  of  as 
within  the  range  of  possibility. 

The  library,  designed  at  first,  as  its  name  signifies,  for  the 
benefit  of  merchants  and  merchant's  clerks,  has  also  outgrown  its 
original  scope,  and  has  become  the  library  for  the  city ;  minister¬ 
ing  to  the  wants  of  all  classes  in  the  community,  and  furnishing 
a  larger  amount  of  reading  matter  than  any  other  institution.  It 
has  thus  taken  an  advance  position  towards  meeting  the  need  of 
of  our  city  and  of  our  time : — A  GREAT  FREE  PUBLIC 
LIBRARY. 


Books. 

The  number  of  volumes  we  have  been  able  to  add  to  the 
library  in  the  last  year  is  less  than  in  former  years.  Great  care 
has  been  exercised  to  select  those  of  an  unobjectionable  character, 
and  such  as  would  meet  the  wants  of  our  readers.  A  consider¬ 
able  number  have  been  withdrawn  on  account  of  their  worn  out 
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and  soiled  condition,  and  several  hundred  volumes  are  unaccounted 
for.  The  details  are  shown  in  the  following  table :

It  has  been  the  desire  and  purpose  of  the  Board  to  extend  the 
privileges  of  the  members  as  to  the  use  of  the  library  as  far  as 
the  means  at  their  command  will  allow.  In  this  spirit  they  have 
decided  to  extend  the  use  of  postal  card  applications  for  books 
so  as  to  cover  the  entire  library.  And  now  members  may,  under 
this  rule,  record  applications  for  any  and  all  the  books  in  the 
library,  that  are  allowed  to  circulate,  with  the  certainty,  inmost 
cases,  of  receiving  them  in  a  very  short  time.  Duplicate  copies 
of  books  will  be  purchased  to  such  an  extent  as  the  demand  may 
seem  to  require. 

The  Board  have  also  decided  to  purchase  additional  copies  of 
some  of  the  popular  magazines  for  circulation  as  books.  They 
are  satisfied  that  this  will  meet  an  actual  want,  and  in  carrying 
forward  the  plan  they  will  be  governed  by  such  expressions  of 
the  want  as  shall  come  to  their  notice. 

library  Bulletin. 

For  several  years  the  weekly  list  of  books  added  to  the  Li¬ 
brary  was  published  by  special  arrangement  in  one  of  the  daily 
city  papers.  While  this  plan  had  some  advantages,  it  was  a 
serious  objection  to  it  that  the  lists  were  not  suited  for  permanent 
use  as  a  guide  to  the  finding  of  books.  Therefore  the  Board  deci¬ 
ded  to  suspend,  for  the  present,  this  weekly  publication  and  to

commence  the  issue  of  a  Quarterly  Bulletin,  which  should  con¬ 
tain  a  list  of  the  books  added  to  the  library  in  the  previous  quar¬ 
ter,  arranged  according  to  the  new  classification  upon  the  shelves, 
with  such  other  matter  as  mi  edit  be  of  general  interest  to  the 
patrons  of  the  library.  In  the  first  number,  which  was  issued  in 
November,  was  included  the  additions  to  the  Library  in  the  first 
nine  months  of  the  year  ;  and  also  an  explanation  and  full  synop¬ 
sis  of  the  new  classification  which  the  Librarian  has  devised  and 
put  in  operation  in  our  Library.  The  second  number  of  the 
Bulletin  which  has  just  appeared  contains  a  list  of  books  added 
in  the  last  three  months  of  the  year,  and  an  alphabetical  index  of 
subjects,  with  references  to  the  various  sections  of  the  new  classi¬ 
fication  in  which  books  on  those  subjects  may  be  found.  These 
two  numbers  of  the  Bulletin  will  be  found  of  great  service  in 
finding  the  titles,  and  the  location  on  the  shelves,  of  the  books 
that  have  been  added  to  the  Library  during  the  year,  and  espec¬ 
ially  in  learning  the  plan  on  which  the  books  of  the  library  are 
now  placed  on  the  shelves.  In  order  to  secure  their  serving  the 
intended  use  and  to  prevent  waste,  the  Bulletins  will  be  sold  at  a 
price  not  exceeding  the  cost  of  printing  and  paper. 

Lectures. 

The  course  of  lectures  which  was  announced  in  the  last  re¬ 
port  as  to  be  delivered  bv  Mr.  Edward  A.  Freeman,  the  English 
Historian,  was  given  in  Association  Hall,  to  a  select  and  appre¬ 
ciative  audience.  The  lectures  were  of  a  high  order  of  merit, 
and  deserved  a  more  generous  appreciation  than  was  accorded  to 
them.  The  cash  receipts  from  the  sale  of  tickets  did  not  meet 
the  necessary  expenses  incurred,  and  the  Library  was  saved  from 
pecuniary  loss  only  by  the  contributions  of  several  friends  of  the 
institution  and  of  the  literary  reputation  of  our  city.

Although  disappointed  in  the  pecuniary  results  of  this  effort, 
we  are  still  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  entirely  within  the  province 
of  this  institution  to  provide  instruction  and  stimulus  and  guid¬ 
ance  to  reading  and  study,  by  lectures  on  topics  of  current  and 
permanent  interest : — that  this  is  one  of  the  legitimate  ways  in 
which  its  influence  on  the  community  is  to  make  itself  felt. 


Williamson  fund. 

The  two  notes  taken  in  part  payment  for  timber  on  the  Wil¬ 
liamson  land  as  detailed  in  the  report  of  two  years  ago,  have  been 
paid  in  full ;  and  a  portion  of  the  sum  has  been  invested  in  ap¬ 
proved  security,  and  a  portion  which  was  lately  paid  in  is  await¬ 
ing  a  favorable  chance  for  investment.  The  amount  of  income 
received  during  the  past  year  on  account  of  this  fund  is  $3,256.28.

The  other  Library  Funds  are  invested  as  they  were  a  year 
ago,  and  the  interest  has  been  received  as  it  became  due  and  in¬ 
vested  in  books. 

In  concluding  this  Sixtieth  Annual  Report  we  cannot  refrain 
from  expressions  of  congratulation  in  view  of  what  has  been 
achieved,  and  of  hope  as  to  what  is  to  be  or  may  be  in  the  future. 
This  library  is  already  large,  ranking  now  among  the  firsc  six  in 
point  of  size  in  this  country,  and  is  well  supplied  with  the  best 
works  in  all  the  various  departments  of  literature  and  science. 
Its  treasures  are  opened  to  the  public  at  a  less  charge,  it  is  be¬ 
lieved,  than  any  similar  collection  in  the  world.  It  requires  but  to 
be  appreciated  and  fostered  as  it  deserves,  to  set  it  on  the  sure  road 
of  becoming,  in  a  short  time,  such  a  library  as  our  city  needs.
